The phrase, "The Iron Cur- 


tain," has been with us a 
number of years, and there 
have been many imitations. 


Trite phrases bounce off a 


battered brain without leav- 
ing an impression. But we've 
found a glittering phrase 
that doesn't bounce off. 


Dr. Alan Gregg, vice president 


of the Rockefeller Foundation, is 
worried about a "chromium cur- 
tani." He wonders who will survive 
prosperity. 


Dr. Gregg, an educator, physi- 


cian and father, sees the chrom- 
ium curtain as one of superficial- 
ity, of flashiness, of apparent rath- 
er than real values. Such a cur- 
tain, he thinks, will isolate us from 
the rest of the world. 


The doctor feels that our schools 


are vital to our future—but not 
bargain basement schools: 


This is what he nays: 
One of the things I want to make 


perfectly clear to you is that the 
learning process goes on in a child. 
Whether he is working for it or 
not, h* is absorbing from his en- 
vironment. He is making his life 
into aa experience that teaches 
him, 


This means that a child can 


learn a great deal in a very poor 
•chooL 


Now, 
if our schools are inade- 


quately staffed and badly equipped 
what is it that children learn in 
such a situation? 


They lean to live in » be- 


wildered state. They don't under* 
staad things and they learn to be 
callous about that and say, 
"Well, Tm Just dumb," and they 
hate being dumb. 


They learn, there!on, how to— 


to escape the teacher's learning 
how dumb they are, and they 
learn to avoid being laughed at by 
their young contemporaries. 


They learn also the gentle art 


of cheating in examinations or in 
any form of behavior. 


They learn to avoid school on 


any possible pretext, including the 
goap disease—illness when illness 
is- not really Ihere—arid they learn 
erven to run away from school as 
• prompt and primitive response. 
• * * 


They lean to question their 


father's and mother's affection for 
obliging them to go to such a hate- 
ful place and they learn, perhaps 
worst and most important of all, 
that nobody really cares about 
them—and that is the short cut to 
delinquency. 


Thomas Jefferson said about 


free schooling that a literate elec- 
torate is the best safeguard of a 
democracy. By that he meant quite 
simply that it is. important that 
voters should be abla to read and 
write in order to express them- 
selves and to understand the con- 
ditions about which their opinion 
is to be final, 


I think it is perhaps important 


for us to remember that the So- 
viet Government was the first gov- 
ernment in the history of Russia 
to bring the privilege of wide- 
spread- and free education to the 
mass of the people, 


We cannot neglect that. We can- 


not compete satisfactorily wiih a 
nation that does its very best for 
education while we are beginning 
to see if we can't save a bit here 
and there by diminishing the at- 
tention and the support we give to 
education. 


We approach ihe time, I think. 


when Jhe struggle for survival will 
be along a quite different line. It 
•will be "Who will survive prosper- 
ity?" 


And in this point, I'm very 


sure we don't want to put our 
children—and in that sense put 
the n«rt generation—behind what 
1 would call the chromium cur- 
tain. The certain of superficial- 
ity, of iiashinwas. of apparent 
rather than real values.

3*te us from a31 of the rest of the 
world. 


We can't get our education in the 


bargain basement. There is no 
cheap way to do it. 


It will be important for as to re- 


member that we can have what 
•we want—only, if we get some- 
thing cheap and unsatisfactory, 
there wili be, so to speak, a buy- 
ing on the installment plan, but a 
a baying at trouble and not satis- 
faction.

British Made Agreement 
On Barges, They Reveal 


Grant East Germans Right 
To Control Water Traffic 
LONDON W—The foreign office disclosed today that Britain has 


recognized the right of Communist East German- authorities to control 
barge traffic through the East zone of Germany. 


Until recently, Soviet occupation 


authorities were responsible for 
day-to-day administration of canal 
traffic. 


A Foreign Office spokesman told 


a news conference that interzonal 
barge traffic "as a whole is func- 
tioning normally.1' 


He said that approximately 60 


applications for permits for barge 
traffic between Berlin and West 
Germany are outstanding with 
East German authorities since the 
Russians "announced they • were 
turning over control of the water- 
ways to East German authorities. 
The w-aterways terminate in the 
British occupation zone. 


The spokesman added that this 


had resulted "in somewhat alarm- 
ist reports of the situation" sug- 
gesting that the Soviets had taken 
new actions to hinder free' access 
through East German territory 
from the West. 


He said Soviet authorities last 


October informed the 'British Em- 
bassy in Bonn that they were 
switching- responsibility for issuing 
permits for interzonal barge traf- 
fic to the East German- Commu- 
nist regime. "

Stir Hate? 
Prejudice 


Replies to Critics 
Attacking Stand on 
Goa Colony Muddle 


WASHINGTON UP)—Sec- 


retary of State Dulles today 
sharply assailed Soviet lead- 
ers for what he termed stir- 
ring up an atmosphere of hat- 
red and prejudice against the 
West on their visit to Asia. 


Dulles told a news conference 


that remarks by Soviet Premier 
Bulganin and party chief Nikita 
Khrushchev appeared to be a move 
to encourage use of force by India 
against the Portuguese colony of 
Goa. 


Such remarks by Soviet leaders, 


who are now in Burma, show no 
great desire to lower tensions with 
the West, he said. 


Dulles added that to this extent 


the anti-Western criticisms have 
damaged what survives of the 
friendlier East-West relations 
growing out of last July's summit 
meeting. 


Wants Settlement 


The secretary stressed that the 


United States wants both India and 
Portugal to settle their dispute over 
Goa peacefully, without resort to 
force. India's-£r±m« Minister Keh- 
ru, he said, certainly shares this 
view. 
_, 


Dulles said the main purpose of- 


a statement he issued Friday with 
Portugal's foreign minister—one 
which aroused angry reaction in 
India—was to lessen the emotion- 
alism built up by Russia's leaders 
05' their comments on Goa. 


Dulles said he feels these Rus- 


sian statements were designed to 
create an atmosphere which would 
provoke use of force in the dispute. 
These Soviet statements were an 
attempt to inject prejudice and 
hatred into the controversy, he de- 
clared. 


Other Matters 


On other matters, Dulles said: 
The West will hold Russia fully 


responsible for rail and barge 
movements from West Germany to 
Berlin, regardless of the Soviet de- 
cision to give East German Com- 
munists the right to license barge 
trips to the divided city. 


Prime Minister Eden's scheduled 


Jan. 30 meeting with President 
Eisenhower is a normal develop- 
ment of close British-American co- 
operation. No agenda has yet been 
agreed upon but the two leaders 
will talk about most matters of 
common concern. 


In reply to questions about Goa, 


Dulles said that as far as he knows 
the whole -world regards it as a 
Portuguese province, even the In- 
dian government.

to-coast trial of U. S. and Canadian defenses against mass air attack.

advance word than was given on 
the -order to man interceptor 
planes and spotter posts. That 
came well after nightfall in the 
East Monday night. 


Air Force and Air National 


Guard offices were as secretive on 
the outcome of the exercise as they 
had been on its timing.

Crackerjack" was directed by the 
Air Defense Command, headquar- 
tered at Colorado Springs, Colo. 


Results Secret 


A public information officer said 


all information was "pretty well 
classified" but the results will be 
evaluated and a summary released 
in two or three weeks.

Command whose big bombers pro- 
vided the "enemy" force. 


There was no immediate list of 


targets nor estimate of the defend- 
ers' degree of success in warding 
off attack.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. a»—A boy- 


cott which cut Negro patronage of 
city buses by about 85 per cent 
Monday was in force again today 
and showed signs of continuing 
even longer. 


Police investigated a report by 


Manager J. H. Bagley of the Mont- 
gomery city bus lines that a small- 
caliber rifle bullet struck the rear 
of a bus last night in a Negro dis- 
trict. 
" 


A hymn-singing Negro throng es- 


timated by police at 5,000 shouted 
approval Monday night when 
spokesmen urged them to continue 
the boycott in protest to segregated 
transportation facilities. 


The issue was brought to a head 


by the arrest Thursday of Mrs. 
Rosa Parks, 42, who refused to 
move to the rear of a bus. She 
was fined $14 Monday for violating 
a state law requiring Negroes,to 
sit in the rear of buses. Later she 


was released in $100 bond after 
announcing she would appeal the 
fine. 


The crowd at the mass meeting 


shouted approval of a resolution 
which said the boycott would con- 
tinue until bus patrons are no long- 
er "intimidated, embarrassed and 
coerced." - 


Negro spokesmen said a "delega- 


tion of citizens" is ready to meet 
with city and bus line officials in 
an effort to develop a "satisfactory 
and equitable" program.

They did not indicate if they 


might settle for anything short of 
an outright end to segregation in 
city buses. 


Despite a cold drizzle throughout 


most of Monday, thousands of Ne- 
groes who normally ride the buses 
refused to board them. They either 
stayed home from work, walked or 
caught rides in jammed Negro 
taxis.

France for once ha§ offered a new twist to a nation and 


a world weary of endless cabinet crises. This time the de- 
feated premier, Edgar Faure, brought the house down with 


So the lawmakers who did Faure in by voting "no con- 


fidence" in his regime find they must stand for re-election 
this coming Jan. 8- 
It seems there's an old law on the books which says that 


when a cabinet falls twice within 18 months, the National 
Assembly may be dissolved and new elections ordered. With 
a show of nerve and perhaps no little spite, Faure invoked 
it. And for the first time in 78 years the lawmakers will 
have to face the voters before their normal terms have ex- 
pired (next June). 
As usual in French politics, complex personal and politi- 


cal rivalries lay at the root of this newest government col- 
lapse. Pierre Mendes-France, Faure's predecessor m office 
and a member of the same Radical Socialist party, has been 
working steadily to regain power. 


Recognizing this, Faure had proposed to advance the 


June election by six months, hoping thus to forestall Mencles- 
France's bid. It was generally believed it would take the 
latter about that long to weld together the Center-Left coali- 
tion he has been building. 
In that grouping are some Socialists, other non-Commu- 


nist Leftists, and about half the Radical Socialists. 


Supporting Faure were most of the other Radical Social- 


ists and various other party elements to the right of center. 


The forces behind Mendes-France evidently felt they 


were on pretty sure ground when they struck down Faure's 
regime. But he foxed them by digging out the law that had 
lain in disuse since 1877. Now Faure gets what he wants— 
an early election. 
Whether a newly elected assembly will give him or some 


other Right-Center leader the chance for a more stable gov- 
ernment is anybody's guess. The ne<v election will be held 
under a 1951 law that favors alliances in the Center at the 
expense of extremes of Right and Left. But Faure's action 
has badly split his own party, and it is hard at this stage to 
measure what sort of alignment may emerge from the Jan- 
uary balloting. 
Probably it is best to take a cheerful outlook. Govern- 


- ment in France could hardly be more unstable, so perhaps 
it may get better. Hope springs eternal that the French may 


" one day tire of their silly parliamentary merry-go-round and 
put in lawmakers whose purpose is to govern long and re- 
sponsibly under a far-sighted leadership.

If. by- 
chance. these tags are missing 
from, some-of the garments when 
you're buying, be sure to pick one 
that has a tag.

MOSCOW (£> — The Soviet For- 


eign Ministry has accused the As- 
sociated Press and the New York 
Times of "gross distoritions" in 
dispatches concerning recent of- 
ficial criticism of Russian archi- 
tect Alexander V. Vlasov. 


Leonid F. Hyichev, head of the 


Fnr»"'Ti Ministry's press depart- 
ment, called Richard K. O'Malley 
of the AP and Welles Hangen of 
the Times to his office. He said 
they had stated falsely that Vlas- 
ov sad been fired and deprived of 
his medals. 


"Such behavior is incompatible 


with the normal state of affairs," 
Hyichev told the two newsmen,, 
"and can only compromise the 


American agencies and papers rep- 
resented' by the correspondents." 


He warned that "adequate meas- 


ures" would be taken if there were 
similar future occurrences. 


A dispatch from the AP's Mos- 


cow bureau Nov. 9 quoted a de 
cree by the Russian government 
and Communist" party as saying 
Vlasov had been fired as Mos- 
cow's chief architect and stripped 
of his decorations. The .next morn- 
ing the Soviet Academy of Archi- 
tecture was asked It the Vlasov 
named in the decree and who lost 
his job was the Russian architect 
then touring, the United States. The 
reply was affirmative. 


The Times was one of the news- 


paper which published the AP dis- 
patch. 


The decree was the first public 


indication that Vlasov was no long- 
er Moscow's chief architect. But 
the text of the decree showed 
Vlasov was criticized only in the 
preamble and that he was not 
among the architects specifically 
mentioned in the decree as having 


been stripped of their medals and 
fired. However, the decree did 
identify him as a."former" chief 
architect of Moscow.

Shortstop 
Was Legend 
In Baseball 


Played More Major 
League Games Than 
Anyone in History 
PITTSBURGH UP) — John 


Honus Wagner, all-time great 
shortstop who became a le- 
gend, died in his sleep today. 


Members of the 
family 


were at the bedside of the 81- 
year-old famed ex-baseball 
player when he passed away 
at his suburban Carnegie 
home, only a few miles from 
Forbes Field, where he 
achieved lasting fame with 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. 


' He just slept away," a member 


of the family said 


Honus had been in poor health 


several years Two months ago he 
slipped and fell in his home. He 
had been bedfast since and vent 
into a coma about 10 days ago. 


Called Greatest / 


Wagner, sometimes called the 


greatest player in baseball history, 


a bandy-legged barrel-chested 


Dutchman He finished a 21-year 
major league career in 1917 with 
a lifetime batting average of .329. 


His records are legendary. They 


go like this: 


He pla3'ed more games than any 


other National Leaguer in history— 
2,7?5 And he held many other Na- 
tional League records. He had the 
most fames at bat—10,427. He made 
the most total hits —3,403. He made 
the most one-base hits—2,431, the 
most doubles—648, the most triples 
—250. He batted 300 or* better for 
17 consecutive years and led the 
National League in hitting for 8 
years. 


And Honus stole six bases in a 


World Series— another record. 


Wagner was one of> the first play- 


ers elected to baseball's Hall of 
Fame at Cooperstown, N Y. 


Ed Barrow, late president of "the 


New York Yankees and the man 
generally credited with "discover- 
ing" Wagner, flatly declared Honus 
was the greatest plajer in baseball 
history. 


Was 5-11 


In his prime Wagner was 5 feet, 


11 inches in height and weighed 
200 pounds His long arms and bow 
legs led Lefty Gomez, one-tune 
New York pitcher, to say Honus 
was the only shortstop who could 
tie his shoelaces without bending 
down. He was a coal miner at 12. 
Later he joined an older brother 
in the bartering business but an- 
other brother, Al Wagner, got him 
an offer of $35 monthly to play 
baseball 


It wasn't long before Wagner's 


agility in the field and sharp eye 
at the bat became .known through- 
out the baseball \vorld. In 1897 
Barney Dreyfuss, owner of the 
Louisville 
(Ky.) Colonels, 
pur- 


chased his contract for 
$2 200 


Three jears later Dreyfuss mo\ed 
his National League franchise to 
Pittsburgh and Wagner went with 
him. 


$300 a Month 


Wagner didn't earn as much as 


the major leaguers who followed 
him. He drew S300 a month nis 
first year ivith the Pirates, $5 000 
a season for the next five years 
and a top of 510 000 in 1908 And, 
unlike some major leaguers to fol- 
low him, Honus once refused a 
?10 000 contract He said he figured 
57.500 was all he was worth. 


After his retirement as an ac- 


tive player, Wagner operated a 
sporting goods store in Pittsburgh 
for several 3 ears But baseball- 
active baseball—was in his blood 
and he returned to the Pirates as 
a coach in the SO's He served in 
lhat capacity until the club put 
bin on pension in the winter of 
1951.

at the first stop in the American 
sector Monday. 


He turned himself in to the West 


Berlin railway police who in turn 
delivered him to American author- 
ities. 


"He asked for political asylum 


and this was granted," an Army 
spokesman said. "He stated that 
his request for asylum was based 
on political reasons." 


The Russian was flown to West 


Germany immediately and held for 
screening by U. S. Army intelli- 
gence officers. 


Ovchinnikov is the first Soviet 


officer to defect to the American 
forces here in recent years. A 
lieutenant turned hniself in to the 
British last March. Since 1945, Red 
army defections to the west have 
totalled about 200. The highest 
ranking man was a lieutenant 
colonel who came to the British in 
Hamburg- four years ago.

Lee County farms are getting 


larger. From 1950 to 1954 the size 
increased 3.7 per cent. The number 
ol farms decreased 3.3 per cent in 
this same period of time. 


There was also 14.3 per cent in- 


crease in the value of land and 
buildings during this same period. 
•In. 1900 the average value, not in- 
• eluding machinery and livestock, 
-was $41,396. In 1954 this value was 
$55.878. 


According to Just year's agri- 


cultural census a<> |>er cent ol 
Lee County farms were electri- 
fied, 83 per cent had piped run- 
ning water, 8:2 per cent had tele- 
phones, 66 percent had deep 
freezers, and 60 percent had 
television sets. 
Seventy-six per cent of the farms 


had no horses or mules. 


Lee . County ranks 99th in the 


state in number of dilapidated 
.buildings still in use. It ranks 96th 
in vacant and abandoned buildings. 
. It appears as if the average Lee 
County farmer enjoys a high stan- 
dard of living. Farmers have used 
the good years following World 
War II to" acquire some of the 
"things that make for better living, 
to improve the fertility of the soil, 
and to get their buildings, fences, 
and machinery in good shape. 


It is harder to measure the in-

Tarni Woodlands 
Can Be Profitable 
If You're Careful 


DIXON SPRINGS—Include your 


woodland in your over-all farm 
management plan. 


A woodland can be a profitable 


- farm area if you have one on your 
place, says F. W. McMillan, assist- 
ant in forest research at the Dbcon 
Springs Experiment Station of the 
University of Illinois. 


McMillan points out that more 


than 10 per cent of the total land 
area in Illinois is forested and that 
90 per cent of this timber is farmer 
owned. You can increase the pro- 
.duction and income from, your 
"farm woodland with proper man- 
agement. 


First, McMillan suggests that 


you keep all livestock out of your 
woodland. Grazing woodlands de- 
stroy natural reproduction of trees 
and compacts the soil. Soil com- 
paction results in less vegetation, 
more water runoff and less water- 
holding capacity. Most woodland 
" forage is either unpalatable or so 
sparse that grazing animals gain 
little or no weight. 


~ 
Then, protect the woodland from 


fire. A good blaze Avail destroy 
small trees and severely damage 
"or destroy large ones. Resulting 
loss of vegetation also increases 
soil and water loss. 


Next, improve the stand by 


taking out cull trees that will not 
produce at least one salable 8-foot 
log, wolf trees that have large 
crowns and limbs that take up 
more space than their growth jus- 
tifies, trees damaged by weather, 
fire, insects and disease, poorly 


• formed trees and undesirable spe- 
cies. 


Finally, improve the stand and 


maintain its high quality by follow- 
ing a planned cutting schedule. 


Proper woodland management 


not only will add another earning 
agent to your farm business, but 
will encourage wildlife conserva- 
tion and give you a beautiful place 
to picnic and enjoy nature.

THE ILLINOIS SEED LAW 
A new law, passed in 1905, re- 


quires annual state permits for 
wiling: agricultural seeds. The fee 
is one dollar and the permit ex- 
pires on June 30. The only excep- 
tion is the farmer who sells seed 
which he produced—provided he 
sells it on the farm or premises 
where it was grown. 


-A separate permit 'is required 


for each store or place of business 
selling agricultural seed or offer- 
ing it for sale for seeding purposes. 
However, no permit is required if 
the seed is obtained in packages 
from -a distributor holding a, per- 
mit. All permits are issued by the 
State Department of Agriculture. 


The purpose of inspecting and 


regulating sellers of agricultural 
seeds is to prevent the sale of-seed 
that has a high percentage of 
weed seed and to provide the 
purchaser with accurate informa- 
tion on germination, variety and 
the seller's name, address and per- 
mit number. All of this information 
must be placed on a label or tag 
and attached- to the package or 
sack of seed. 


It's Illegal 


It is illegal to sell seed contain- 


ing any primary noxious weed 
seeds, including Canada thistle, 
leafy spurge, Russian knapweed, 
perennial sow thistle, field bind- 
weed and hoary cress. 


There are tolerances for second- 


ary noxious weed seeds. If the tol- 
erance is exceeded, then the weed 
seed or seeds must be listed on the 
tag. Secondary noxious weeds are 
curled dock, wild garlic, dodders, 
bull nettle, buckhom, quack grass, 
wild mustard, Johnson grass, ox- 
eye daisy and wild carrot. 


No permit is needed to sell veg- 


etable seeds, and the tolerances 
for secondary noxious weed seeds 
do not appy to vegetable seeds. 
However, vegetable seed must be 
labeled to show kind and variety, 
name and address of seller or per- 
son who labeled the seed and per- 
centage of germination' if the seed 
does not meet standards set by the 
Department of Agriculture. 
, Germination tests for both agri- 
cultural and vegetable seeds must 
be made within nine months of 
sale, not counting the month in 
which the test was made. False 
labeling, false advertising, second- 
ary weed seed in excess of 1 to 
1,000 agricultural seeds, and weed 
seed in excess of 2 per cent make 
sales illegal.

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Current Price of Soybeans 
Shows Low Product Value

Forecasting soybean prices has 


been both easy and difficult: Easy, 
because in most of the past 25 
years prices have advanced sub- 
stantially after harvest. Difficult, 
because soybeans are a new crop 
and production has increased rap- 
idly, because domestic demand for 
soybean products is quite variable, 
and because foreign buyers some- 
times come into, the market for a 
large share of the crop. 


A year ago the average farm 


price for soybeans in Illinois was 
around $2.64 a bushel. The price 
held around this level from October 
through January, climbed up a lit- 
tle in February, and then worked 
down to an average of S2.03 by mid- 
September. About that time drouth 
damage to the crop set off a sharp 
price advance, but most of this ad- 
vance was soon lost. 
& 


There is no surplus of soybeans. 


The carryover of old beans on Oct. 
1 was only ten million bushels, or 
3 per cent of the previous crop. 


Crop Larger 


The 1955 crop is estimated at 372 


million bushels. This crop is 10 per 
cent larger than the previous rec- 
ord crop of 1954 and 56 per cent 
greater than average. Remember, 
though, that record-breaking soy-: 
bean crops are the rule rather than 
the 'exception. . 


A price support loan at a national 


average of $2.04 a bushel is avail- 
able for 1955 crop soybeans. Prices 
have been at or above the loan lev- 
el since harvest time, so few beans 
are being placed 'under the loan. 


Prices of soybean products are 


sharply lower than they were a 
year ago. Soybean oil recently was 
quoted at 10% to 11 cents a pound 
compared with ll'/i to 11% cents 
the year before. Since a bushel of 
soybeans yields about 11 pounds of 
oil, the oil in a bushel of beans 
recently was worth around 51.18 
compared with $1.26 a year earlier. 


Meal Down 


Recent quotations on soybean 


meal were around .$47 to $4S a ton, 
down from ?70 last year. A bushel 
of soybeans yields about 48 pounds 
of meal, worth S1.15 compared 'with 
51.68 a year ago. These prices and. 
values • are wholesale, bulk, Deca- 
tur.

bushel of soybeans is $1.18 worth of 
oil plus -$1.15 worth of meal, or a 
total of $2.33. This product value 
may be compared with some re- 
cent prices of around 52.10 paid to 
farmers for soybeans. The differ- 
ence, only 20 to 25 cents, compares 
with about 30 cents a year ago and 
is only half that prevailing in some 
years. Expenses that must be paid 
from this small difference include 
local handling, transportation and 
processing costs. 


May Increase 


Domestic demand for soybean 


oil may increase. But the produc- 
tion of the principal competing 
products, cottonseed oil and lard, 
will be about 10 per cent greater 
than last year. One strong point: 
the government does not have big 
stocks of cottonseed oil as it had 
a year ago. 


Demand for soybean meal may 


increase. 
Good prices for eggs 


mean good demand for meal from 
owners of laying flocks. On the oth- 
erhand, there may be some cut- 
back in the demand for soybean 
meal from producers or broilers 
and hogs. 


Foreign buyers took 80 million 


bushels, or 17 per cent, of the 1954 
soybean crop. With lower prices 
now, foreign buyers are expected 
to take around 75 million bushels 
of 1955 crop beans. 


- Exporters also took 36 million 
pounds of soybean oil in the year 
ending with June, and they have 
taken much larger amounts so far 
this year.

Addressing a tally of Young 


Conservatives at Woodford, Eng- 
land, his parliamentary consti- 
tuency, the 81-year-old Churchill 
said he thought the British gov- 
ernment should "seriously con- 
sider" canceling the projected 
visit of Khrushchev and Bulganin 
to Britain in April. He qualified 
this by saying Britain should not 
"take any violently rapid decision" 
on the question. 


An "Exhibition" 


Referring to anti-British re- 


marks by the two top Russian 
leaders, Churchill termed their 
current Asian tour an "exhibition 
—there is no other word." 


"It certainly has been a sur- 


prising spectacle and one which 
Her Majesty's government will no 
doubt study carefully before they 
allow it, with suitable variants, 
to be repeated here," he said. 


Prime Minister Eden extended 


an invitation to Khrushchev and 
Bulganin at the summit conference 
in Geneva last July. No specific 
date has been set. 


Churchill cautioned his audience 


that the behavior of the Soviet 
leaders "must not lead up to sup- 
pose that Russian power and cap- 


acity are not growing in many 
other directions." 


Attack British 


In their swing across India and 


Burma, the Russian leaden have 
made numerous attacks on the 
British, who formerly ruled those 
two countries. On one occasion 
Khrushchev said the British sat 
"on the necks" of th« Burmese 
before Burma got independence. 
On another occasion he said: 


"They (the British) made profits 


while you starved. As representa- 
tives of a European nation, we are 
ashamed about what those other 
Europeans did before. " 


In India, Khrushchev accused 


the British, French and Ameri- 
cans of unleashing the German 
attack on Russia in World War n. 


Nutting, chief British delegate to 


the United Nations and a leading

called the Soviet leaders' remarks 
in Asia "childish nonsense."
